IRENE MOYER SENTENCED 


Last of Trio That Figured In 
Newcastle Murder, Gets Term

Commissioner, immediately after 
Shortly before Nelson left with 
he arrived in Indianapolis Mon­ 
day afternoon in the custody of 
a deputy United States Marshal. 
Following arraignment, 
Nelson 
was bound over to the federal 
grand jury which will meet Feb­ 
ruary 11, according to the dis­ 
trict attorney , Albert Ward. 
On default of $5,000 bond, 
Nelson was placed in the Marion 
county jail. He was charged in a 
federal affidavit with embezzle­ 
ment of funds from a national 
bank. His shortage has been 
placed at $22,100, although the 
specific charge on which his ar­ 
rest was made by federal au­ 
thorities accused Nelson with 
embezzeling $400. He was given 
over to S. T. Hickman, deputy 
marshal, by local authorities 


the federal agent, he granted an 
interview to a Daily Republican 
reporter, which definitely spiked 
many rumors of a scandal na­ 
ture which had surrounded the 
bank cashier’s disappearance. 
Mr. Nelson talked freely and 
forcefully. It was necessary to 
ask but few questions as the for­ 
mer bank cashier seemed to 
know exactly what w^is expected 
from an interview of this na­ 
ture. 
“ I have been acquainted with 
any number of newspaper men,” 
he said, "and I realize that it is 
your business to print every­ 
thing that is news and your job 
is to get it. What I tell you, you 
may or may not understand now 
but some day you may. 


“ I will not attempt to explain, 
as there are any number of emo­ 
tions and extenuating circum­ 
stances that Would enter into 
such an act which you might 
not understand at all. 
I do 
want to say that since I left, 
much of my time has been spent 
on my knees seeking God’s for­ 
giveness.” 
Here he brightened perceptly 
and his eyes seemed to take on 
a new fire. 
“ J really believe He has for­ 
given me,” Mr. Nelson continued. 
“ It gives me a strength to go on 
with what I have resolved 
to 
do. ^ 
“ My first impulse, like many 
ahother, was to go out some 
place and blow out my brains. 
This would have been far easier 
than what I have gone through 
with to date. When a saner mo­ 
ment came I realized that it 
would only be another hardship 


and blow to my family. I have 
three of the sweetest youngsters 
any man could wish. And my 
wife is devoted. 
“ When i left Milroy I went 
immediately to Cleveland, Ohio, 
driving my automobile as far as 
Richmond and taking a train 
from there. I wanted a chance to 
talk with my wife. To make a 
clean confession of everything to 
her and to seek, if possible, her 
forgiveness.” 
(Mrs. Nelson did go to Cleve­ 
land and talked with her hus­ 
band.) 
“ My wife has forgiven me,? 
Mr. Nelson continued, “ She has 
been virgin gold all through 
this trouble of the last two 
weeks. The report, I understand, 
has gone out that I left with an­ 
other woman. This is not true 
and was 
farthest from 
my 
thoughts. I love my wife.”

SOME STATISTICS ON MAIN STREET. 
Main Street has figured pretty largely in re­ 
cent American literature. Novelists, satirists and 
[essay ists have studied it and written ab out it. 
| But, to date, no one has b othered to 
apply 
statistics to it. 
| 
Now the job has b een done. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
R. S. Lynd, in a new b ook, “Middletown, a Study 
of American Contemporary Culture,” have picked 
the average American town and reduced it to a 
set of figures. 
Their discoveries are highly in­ 
teresting and enlightening. 
Their average town they call Middletown. 
It has 40,000 inhab itants. 
Here are some of the 
things that diligent questioning b rought out: 
One-tenth of the town’s children grow up to 
rpcwe to larger cities. 
Of the 4240 workers in Middletown only one 
out of each 424 can b e said to have a real chance 
at advancement. 
Family church attendance is disappearing, 
and 68 per cent of the churchgoers are women. 
For the men, b usiness b oosters and service club s 
seem to have taken the place of church. 
Out of 396 b oys questioned, 35 per cent had 
b een at home less than four nights a week. 
Out of 458 girls questioned, 44 per cent had 
b een at home less than four nights a week. 
The greatest single diversion of the average 
family is this average town is the moving picture. 
This assorted array of facts is worth a good 
deal of study. The rise in the divorce rate, the 
way in which young people spend their evenings 
outside the home, the decline in church attend­ 
ance and the prevalence of the movie as the 
summit of cultural and intellectual entertain­ 
ment, are acutely disturb ing. 
Ob viously, a great change is coming over 
American life. 
It is through such surveys as 
this that we can recognize it and estimate its 
nature. 
Our first duty is to digest the figures 
carefully. Then we shall have to figure out the 
b est way to meet the new elements in our social 
life. 
There are some tendencies revealed in this 
b ook tha t must not b e 
allowed to go on un­ 
checked. 


LEE AND J ACKSON, OR J ACKSON AND LEE. 
Saturday was ob served as a holiday in the 
Southern states, celeb rating the b irthday anni­ 
versary of Rob ert Edward Lee, Commander in 
Chief of the Confederate army and leader of the 
“great lost cause.” 
In some states the day was 
ob served with a dual reverence as Lee-Jackson 
Day, the b irth of Lee's great corps commander, 
Thomas Jonathan (Stonewall) Jackson b eing on 
January 21st. 
Linked together in deed and memory, com­ 
parison of the two great Southern leaders has 
b een inevitab le. 
For years Lee has b een written 
of and thought of — and in the north as much 
as in the south — as the master strategist, the 
perfect soldier, one whom if given near the re­ 
sources would have outclassed to the end the 
Northern generals. 
This is of course a question of pure specula­ 
tion, b ut recent historical writers are making a 
much more interesting comparison. 
They are 
showing that Lee, the admirab le gentleman, the 
strategist and soldier, still lacked one requisite 
of the great commander — he was b y nature too 
kindly to enforce rigid discipline or to govern 
b y the dominance jf his will. 
In this, was his 
sub ordinate, Jackson, 
more 
the 
equal of the 
world’s , great military leaders, Napoleon and 
Wellington. 
Since 
those dark days of war 
there has 
grown up in the south the legend of Lee, as 
there has grown in the north during the same 
time the legend of Lincoln. These highly ideal­ 
istic concepts have for a time rather threatened 
to ob scure the real men, Lee and Lincoln, even 
as the haloed image of the “Father of His Coun­ 
try” has taken the place of the man, George 
Washington. 
While perhaps such allegory has its place in 
the school child’s first introduction to his coun­ 
try’s heroes, the true study of history calls for a 
far more exacting analysis of men and their ac­ 
complishments. 
It in no wise detracts from any 
real esteem in which these men are held if, even 
as their virtues are extolled, their failures and 
mis judgments are pointed out. 
It is of couise 
only b y the consideration of such that any true 
perspective may b e gained.

HE Argentine argues that the 
population of the United States 
Is increasing steadily and that we 
are b ecoming more and more an 
Industrial nation. The rural pop- 
lation decreases while urb an popu­ 
lation increases and, anyway, near­ 
ly all cultivab le land in the United 
States is now b eing cultivated.

Already our meat production is 
b alancing with our consumption 
and prices have advanced consider 


ab lv. We are on the way to large 
meat importations, according to the 
Argentine viewpoint, which holds 
that the turning point on grain 
ought to b e due within five years. 
Argentine grain now competes 
with that from the United State9 
and Canada and the wheat price is 
fixed at Liverpool, b ut the people 
of this country hope rather wist*, 
fully for the day vfhen the world

THE vision of the Argentines 
may seem rather roseate to the 
American cognizant of the serious 
farm overproduction in the United 
States in recent years, b ut it is pre­ 
sented here without comment for 
what it may b e worth. 
This repub lic has had various 
disputes with us as a result of our 
tariff and sanitary emb argo poli­ 
cies and the British appear to have 
used these incidents against us in

At the moment

DRYING ARTICLES EVENLY HELPS 
TO KEEP THEIR SHAPE AND COLOR 


When washing cotton win­ 
do w curtain that y ou wish 
to 
keep from stretching run a cur­ 
tain rod a t top and bottom when 
dry ing and then hang over 
a 
clothesline where the weight of 
the rod will stretch them down­ 
ward as they dry . The bulging in 
the lower hem can, of course, be 
entirely pressed out when they 
are iro ned. 
If y ou have washed blankets 
it is im portant to have 
them 
dry evenly . Portieres too should 
be dried evenly . If the color has 
“run ” somewhat in the 
wash 
it will run downward if hung in 
the usual m anner and make the 
m aterial darker at the 
lower 
edge. In dry ing such things 
a 
good plan is to arrange clothes­ 
lines running parallel about the 
length or width of the blankets 
Or portieres apart. Attach 
the 
m aterial by means 
of 
clothes 
pins so that they are placed in 
a horizontal position. In this po­ 
sition they will dry evenly . 
Some people, hang 
sweaters 
and jersey frocks and jumpers on 
clothes hangers when 
dry ing 
them. The disadvantages of this 
Arrangement is that the water 
drips down allowing the top to 
dry more quickly than the lower 
part. It is for this reason that 
experts recommend dry ing 
all 
such articles by lay ing them flat 
o n a bed or floor. In this way 
they dry evenly and there is no 
running down of the moisture 
which pulls the garments out of 
Shape and usually produces 
streaked appearance.

Now the job has been done. Mr. and Mrs. 


tt. S Lynd, in a new book, "Middletown, a Study 
of American Contemporary Culture," have picked 
'"the average American town and reduced it to a, 
set of figures. Their discoveries are highly in- 
teresting and enlightening. 


Their average town they call Middletown. 


It has 40,000 inhabitants. Here are some, of the 
things that diligent questioning brought out: 


One-tenth of the town's children grow up to 


move to larger cities. 


Of the 4240 workers in Middletown only one 


out of each 424 can be said to have a real chance • 
at advancement. 


Family church attendance is disappearing, 


and 68 per cent of the churchgoers are women. 
For the men, business boosters and service clubs 
seem to have taken the place of church. 


Out of 396 boys questioned, 35 per cent had 


been at home less than four nights a week. 


Out of .458 girls questioned, 44 per cent had 


been at home less than four nights a week. 


The greatest single diversion of the average 


family is this average town is the moving picture. 


This assorted array of facts is worth a good 


deal of study. The rise in the divorce rate, the 
way in which young people spend their evenings 
outside the home, the decline in church attend- 
ance and the prevalence of the movie as the 
summit of cultural and intellectual entertain- 
ment, are acutely disturbing. 


Obviously, a great change is coming over 


American life. 
It is through such surveys as 


this that we can recognize it and estimate its 
nature. Our first duty is to digest the figures 
carefully. Then we shall have to figure out the 
best way to meet the new elements in our social 
life. There are some tendencies revealed in this 
book that must not be allowed to go on un- 
checked. 


tEE AND JACKSON, OR JACKSON AND LEE. 


Saturday was observed as a holiday in the 


Southern states, celebrating the birthday anni- 
versary of Robert Edward Lee, Commander m 
Chief of the Confederate army and leader of tne 
"great lost cause." In some states the day was 
observed with a'dual reverence as Lee-Jackson 
Day, the -birth of Lee's great corps commander, 
Thomas Jonathan (Stonewall) Jackson being on 
January 21st. 


Linked together ih deed and memory, com- 


parison of the two- great Southern leaders has 
been inevitable. 
For years Lee has been written 


of and thought of - and in the north as much 
as in the south — as the master strategist, the 
perfect soldier, one whom if given near the re- 
sources would have outclassed to the end the 
Northern generals. '' 


This is of course a question of pure specula- 


tion but recent historical writers are making a 
much more interesting comparison. 
They are 


showing that Lee, the admirable gentleman, the 
strategist and soldier, still lacke.d one requisite 
of the great commander — he was by nature too 
kindly to enforce rigid discipline or to govern 
by the dominance of his will. In this, was his 
subordinate, Jackson, more the equal of the 
world's, great military leaders, Napoleon and 
Wellington. 


Since ' those dark days of war there has 


grown up in the south the legend of Lee, as 
there has grown in the north during the same 
time the legend of Lincoln. These highly ideal- 
istic concepts have for a time rather threatened 
to obscure the real men, Lee and Lincoln, even 
as the haloed image of the "Father of His Coun- 
try" has taken the place of the man, George 
Washington. 


While perhaps such allegory has its place in 


the school child's first introduction- to his coun- 
try's heroes, the true study of history calls for a 
far more exacting analysis of men and their ac- 
complishments. It in no wise detracts from any 
real esteem in which these men are held if, even 
as their virtues are extolled, their failures and 
misjudgments are pointed out.
